REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior arts of record does not disclose a method for testing optical fibers. The 
method comprising: the step of adjusting an amount of optical material comprises 
determining a least of an optical fiber segment to be added to one of the at least two 
optical fibers having a relatively shorter light transmission time as compared to another 
of the at least two optical fibers having a longest light transmission line, and a length of 
the optical fiber segment having the same general index of refraction as the one of the 
at least two optical fibers being adjusted which structurally arranged and functionally 
operated as claimed in claims 1 and 15.
